From the moment I walked by the fresh and 
tasteful seafood display, past the curved marble bar, I knew 
Thalassa would be special. 

Chic and elegant, the decor and feel fits perfectly with 
its Tribeca location. From the suited servers to the high ex¬ 
pansive ceilings and white and blue LED lights, Thalassa is 
a modern Mediterranian temple where traditional Greek 
seafood meets a respectable modern flare of bold and well- 
planned adventure. With more than 5,000 wines from all over 
the world in their arsenal, Thalassa is a place for vicarious ex¬ 
ploration through vino. The knowledgable and attentive staff 
are eager to help you choose a destination. 

The menu, although unique, contains many stand out ba¬ 
sic dishes as well. Everything we were served was excellent, 
but my date and I couldn't stop raving about the baby aru- 
gula salad with sharp graviera cheese and the best beets we 
have ever tasted. The scallion dish was divine—it would be 
a shame to go to Thalassa without tasting it. The light, pan- 
seared Dover Sole in extra virgin olive oil was brilliant as well, 
topped with capers that exploded with flavor and had me 
wanting more even after I was already stuffed.

A film with as much advance Oscar 
buzz as Benjamin Button deserves a fair 
amount of skepticism: Can it really be 
that good?

1922 short story about a man who ages 
backwards, and it's a credit to director 
David Fincher that it never falls into 
predictable Forrest Gump territory. In¬ 
stead, Fincher lingers on the aesthet¬ 
ics of the world he's created: young 
Benjamin's grotesque appearance; the 
anachronisms of the early 20th century;

With his latest, the 
literary pot boiler Revolutionary Road, 
he digs deep into the guts of the 1950s 
American dream and pinches the nerve 
connecting idea and action. With razor 
sharp words and pointed observations, 
delivered with a craft that will define 
Leonardo DiCaprio and Kate Winslet 
as two of the greatest actors of our 



age, the film is perfectly executed. In a 
quiet Connecticut suburb, the marriage 
of Frank and April Wheeler is adored. 
They are beautiful, successful and own 
everything a happy family should. Their 
grand dreams and eccentricities, how¬ 
ever, distinguish them from their peers. 
When a fight erupts over their sup¬ 
posed place in society, April suggests a 
wild plan for the family to move to Paris. 
She even offers to work so that Frank 
can figure out what it is he truly wants 
to be. Then the talking begins, and the 
couple must accept the fact that their 
talk may only ever amount to talk. The 
time for dreams and ambition beyond 
routine has passed. They are nothing 
special, and if they once were, the de¬ 
cisions they've made have dampened 
their singularity. All the couple can do 
is talk and learn that at some point you 
are no longer what you say or believe 
you are; you are not your dreams, you 
are only the sum of your decisions. It is 
a harsh lesson to learn and it has chilling

A FRIEND IN THE END 

By now you've probably heard the 
recent drama behind-the-scenes of 
Roundabout's revival of Pal Joey, the 
Rodgers and Hart musical given a 
snappy update by bookwriter Richard 
Greenberg. Following in the fabied 
dance steps of lucky performers such 
as Shirley MacLaine, Sutton Foster and 
Cheyenne Jackson, understudy Mat¬ 
thew Risch has taken on the lead role 
of Joey, a scheming small-potatoes 
Chicago song-and-dance man, thanks 
to Jersey Boy Christian Hoff's unfortu¬ 
nate injury. But does Mr. Risch deserve 
the default spotlight? Well, it's difficult 
not to root for the underdog—espe¬ 
cially one as devastatingly handsome 
as Risch, a Broadway Bares favorite 
for good reason. Yet he lacks some of 
the star stage presence Hoff promised 
in the role—a fact magnified by his 
commanding costars Martha Plimp¬ 
ton as an aging chorine and Stockard 
Channing as a wealthy society dame. 
Recently seen on Broadway as the gay 
Latino lover in Legally Blonde, Risch 


has the smarmy and sexy parts down 
pat, but I found it difficult to sympa¬ 
thize with or even care much about his 
Joey. His singing voice isn't going to 
win any Idol championships either, but 
neither are those of his high-wattage 
female costars. Both ladies, however, 
can sell a song like nobody's business, 
with Channing doing her best Lauren 
Bacall and Plimpton doing her finest 
Jane Krakowski. Channing's frequently 
reprised "Bewitched, Bothered and 
Bewildered" is a heartfelt highlight.
